Under the Jewish dispensatinii/paalmcdy formed 
a prominent part of congreg-utional worship, and 
we have sufficient evidence of its being continued 
in the devotions of the Christian churcli. When 
the oriUnance of the Lord's Supper was instituted 
by the Redeemer, the solemnity was closed by 
singing a hymn. When Paul and Silas were impri- 
soned at PMlippi, they " prayed and sang praises 
to God;" — and that this was not an uiaudihle 
mental exercise is plain from the fact that "the 
prisoners heard them." Among other irregularities 
for which the Cluistians at Corinth were reproved, 
it is mentioned that in their assemblies "every one 
had a psalm," and they were directed to "sing with 
the spirit and with the understanding also"— from 
which it is evident that singing was a part of their 
public worsiiip, and that the whole uoiigrcgation 
should have joined in the same song of praise. — 
The Colossians are instructed to "teach and 
admonish one another in psalms, and hymns, and 
spiritual songs, singing and mailing melody in 
their hearts unto the Lord;" and a avovias eioai- 
tation h aJdressed to the saints oX^.^'^iewaft- '^^'^

apoF^tle James suggests the singing of psalma as a 
proper mode or giving utterance to Bpiritiial joy. 
We have tie testimony of Pliny, that the primitive 
Christians " were accualomed to meet and sing 
hymna in honour of Christ as GoiL" According to 
the representations made in vision to the Apos- 
tje John in Fatmos, the celestial worshippers en- 
gage in this devout employ, as part of the homage 
they render to Him who sitteth upon the throne and 
to the Lamb. And surely no themes more varied, 
more grateful, or more sublime, could be desired 
than are furnished in the revelation of redeeming 
iove — none so fitted to kindle the most holy and 
animated iiispirations of song and melody- 
Psalmody, like other modes of devotion, is in- 
tended to promote the honour of God and to edify 
the wurdiipper. In it the claims of Johovah ag 
the aoJe object of religious homage are recogiuaed 
— Ub perfections, works, and authority are cele- 
brated — his favours are acknowledged or im- 
plored. It awakens, and by exercise strength- 
ens, all the pure and heavenly emotions of the 
renewed muid. It animates tlie fatigued labourer 
to his duty, the discouraged warrior to the com- 
bat, and the fainting pilgrim to pursue with cheer- 
fulness and rigour his journey to the promised 
laud. How often has the heart, oppressed with 
sadiicss> been eased of its burden, receiving the oil 
of Jay for moundng, and the garment of ptaisc for 
tbe a/iiric a£ heaviness, by communing with the 
fWeaatiaa in sinsiiur " the eooaa ot'LuKu' QW 



if there be a rime on earth when, more thaii at any 
nther, we really "came utito the innumerable 
company of angels, the spirits of just meii made 
perfect, and the geiieral asaenibly and church of 
the first-born which are written in heaven" — it is 
when, lifting up our voioes with one accord, we 
feel identified with them in the same act of devo- 
tion, and the sainte aboYC and the saints below are 
at once ascribing salvation to God and the Lamb. 
What were the " psalms, and hymns, aitd spi- 
ritual songs," used in the worship of the first 
Christians, history does not inform us. Of the 
many hypotheses advanced respecting them, it 
19 perhaps most reasonable to believe that the 
" psalms" were selections from the book so 
named, and in tlicmselves stiiled, or else accommo- 
dated, to the circumstances of the present dispen- 
sation. " Hymns" may have been metrical pieces 
setting forth the glories of God, or the truths, du~ 
ties, or privileges of the gospel, but uninspired; 
while the " spiritual soTiga" were of the same na- 
ture, but dictated by the Holy Spirit. Some 
writers, however, consider the difference to con- 
sist, in the maimer in which they were employed, 
according as they were recited, sung, or used with 
instrumental music ; — but we can scarcely sup- 
pose that the worship of the primitive cburche* 
admitted of these varieties in the mode of social 
psalmody.

praise. That such a restrlirtloii was not oliacrved 
in the Jewish church may be iiifi;rred from the cir- 
cuiDBtanco that many of the psalms used in its 
public derotions contain petitions for mercies, and 
exhortations addressed to the people assembled. — 
The directions to the Coloasians and EphestEUis 
alread; noticei], prove that congregational singing 
is one method by which Christians are to teach 
and admonish one another. It is not more incon- 
sistent to introduce supplications into hymns, than 
to mingle praises in our prayers. Petitions are 
pnncipally, but not solely, appropriate to the 
latter; thuiikegiving is principally, but not solely, 
appropriate to the former. 

The book of Psalms uiiqiiCHtionably fumishea 
some of the best materials a:id patterns of congr&- 
g-ational poetry ; and a little more than a century 
ago a strong pr^udicc prtvailcd in Britain against 
the introduction of other compositions than the 
" Psalms of David" literally translated into Bng- 
liah metre and thyme. The prejudice may have 
Oii^ated in a prais eworthy desire of conforming

tail be accommodated oriy by an effort a|iproat;b- 
ing to violence, to the state of the evangelicaj 
Church. Smcethat period. Scripture Paraphrases 
and a few Hymns have been appended to the 
Psalms in the Church of Scotland, aadCollectionB 
of Hjmiis are coming into general use in the . 
EstablishcdChurchea of Eiiglandand Ireland. The 
Psalms and Hymns of Dr. Watts introduced a new 
era in the history of congregational sluing amonff 
the English dissenters. Had he published no other 
work, that was sufficient to have transmitted 
his name fair and fragrant to the latest posterity, 
Mr. Montgomery dei:!are8 that he " would rather 
be the anonymous author of a few hymns which 
should become an im]ieriahable inheritance to the 
people of God, than buqneatli another epic poem 
to the world, which should rank his name with 
Homer, Virgil, or our greater Milton." Nor is 
this estimate extravagant. If the value of com- 
positions depends on their moral influence in aiding 
the communings of the soul with God (and what 
nobler end could gtdins propose ?) — the epic muse 
neither of Greece, nor of Italy, nor of Britain, eaa 
compare with Watts. His Psalms and Hymns 
are a nit^morial far more precious and durable thtai 
a inagiiiflci^iit monument of Parian marble, or

But with all his excellencies. Watts ia not en- 
tirely free from inaccuracies of eipresBioii and 
other defects, which his greatest admirers have 
regretted. Probably not more than a fourth of 
his Psalma and Hjnuis are eligible for public 
worship. Persons unaccustomed to the work are 
frequently perplexed by his haring several metres 
of the same paalm, and several parts under the 
same metre ; nor are they less confused liy his 
hymns being divided into three books. During- 
the century which has elapsed since his work ap- 
peared, numerous additions have been made to 
the store of compositions commenced by him for 
the service and edification of the church. Many 
selections from them have been published as 
" Supplt'inehts" to his book. The writer of these 
pages thought it more desirable to comprise all 
psalms and hymns, by whomsoever compose^ 
that appeared suitable or iiecesaory for congrega- 
tional purposes, in one volume ; and the present 
is submitted as the result of his endeavours. 

In making the requiaite selection the compiler 
first carefully perused Watts, taking out all 
that appeared fitted to his purpose. Doddridge, 
Brown, Steele, Swaine, tlie Olney Hymns, and 
others well known, were consulted. Altogether, 
considerably more than a hundred volumes, pub- 
lisbed from the beginning of the last century 
doHraivardg, have heea cxamatR^ Ym'ixe.\a.\^at 



number of hytmiB, next to Watts, the irompiler 
ia indebted to Mr. Kelly, whose compositioiiB 
hare been Beldom equalled in their tone of 
lively evali^llcal piety,' Mr, Montgomery's 
praise is in all the churches, and many of his 
hymns will be found inserted. For the original 
coinpositions the compiler is principally indebted 
to friends. Those on the Addresses to the Churchca 
are, with several others, from the pen of a Liidy 
who declines being announced by any other name 
than her usual signataire of "Charlotte Elizabeth." 
Her " Mariner's Midnight Hymn," inserted as 
No. STB, combines no ordinary degree of poetry 
and devotion. 

In preparing hymns for the press, a few al- 
terations have been made, when it was thought 
they would render the phraseology more correct 
or the composition more complete. One pecu- 
liarity will no doubt be observed ; — it is that 
all the hymns are in the pliiral number. Cus- 
tom has familiarized the use of the singular, 
but it is surely improper to adopt it when a num- 
ber of individuals unite in the same address. In 
leading the prayers of a congregation, one person 
speaks ; yet how anomalous and hidccorous would 
rt tie were he to use the pronouns I, my or mine, 
and me, in his supplications. The prayer which our 
Lord taught his disciplefl,' the ascription of praise 
from the redeemed on earth, and the " new song"

of the glorlfled, recognise communion among the 
worshippers. Jii the closet we are insulated, 
but i[i the congregation we are united, and 
our service should ascend hefore the Almighty 
as one great sacrifice of praise offered by all com* 
bioed. Am may be supposed, the alterations re- 
quired on this account, ui a large proportion of 
the following hyrans, occasioned no small degree 
of troulde to preserve the sentiment, metre, and 
rhyme, unimpaired. The compiler regrets that 
he has not always succeeded in this respect to the 
extent of bis wishes. 

The changes introduced may be considered 
by some persons a» unwarrantable ; and had the 
names of authors been aflixed to the compositions 
thus altered, he would have pleaded guilty of dis- 
honest dealing towards the character of others. 
As the Collection atiuids, the compiler alone is 
responsible for its demerits. Were it necessary he 
might appeal to precedent for vindication. To give 
some idea of the eittent to which the practice of 
altering hymns has been carried, he would state 
that on referring to twelve different volumes, 
containing a popular hymn, he found ten varis- 
tions in the reading' of the first verse, ilesides, 
hia object has been to provide a manual for 
congregational paahnody, and he therefore felt 
warranted to introduce -whatever modifications 
appeared desirable to render compositions better 
fitted for the purpose. 
Among six hundred componxions, a. peal v«ii- 



ety will esfet in thnir diiiniB to approbatio: 
some subjects so many excellent hymna , 
extant, that to have inserted all would 
extended some parts of this work beyond I 
due proportions ; — while on other topics the si 
ply is so scanty as not to admit of choice- 
all cages where the properties could not be " 
combined, the compiler has preferred piety v 
imperfect poetry, to elegance of language withoa^B 
piety. Eyerj garden will include some plants <^l 
homely growth and unattractive form, introducej^l 
more for utility than show. 

It was once intended to arrange the hymns a 
cording to the texts of Scripture which appear b 
have suggested them, or which they were adapted'' 
to illustrate — thus making the volume a sort of 
running metrical commentary on the Bible. But 
so large a majority of them are on aabjects rather 
than on texts, that it was fotmd impossible to fol- 
low out the plan with satisfaction. An analysis 
of the subjects has therefore been preferred as 
better suited to the nature of the work. Even this 
has not been free from difficulty. Several topics 
are oilen introduced ta the same hymn, and that 
which determined its appropriation was the one 
which appeared most prominent. In hymns rela-' — 
ting to but one subject, the mode of treating Um 
and the tone of feeling eiqwessed, had to be con*~ 
suited to decide whether it belonged to doctrmal, 
practical, or experimental religion. 

Dr. Watts rtsrret ted that "of al\out ie\iswM.ft wi- 



letnnities, psolnioily is the most unhappily maii- 
ageil." It is hoped that liiii c<!nsui:e will not ap- 
ply in its fiill extent ut present ; yet there is stilt 
niucti rpom for impfovetDont. Meetings (or prac- 
tice. Judiciously conducted, and the introduction 
of singing to family worship, would render an 
important service to congregational psalmody. 
Care should be taken that the tunes sung are 
adapted to the hymns, so that the music may en- 
courage devotion.* Let every worshipper join to 
the best of his ability, and leir^llsiniui up to praise 
the Lord. If poasilile, the interruptions occa- 
sioned hy giving out the lines should be avoiited. 
The best rules, however, will fail unless the 
spirit of praise Ik infused through a. congregation. 
If the heart be not influenced by devotion, whatever 
there may be of melody and music, our service 
will be no better than sounding brass a'ld a Uiit- 
ling cymbal in the ears of the Lord of hosts. , , 
Having first commt:nded the volume to Him 
who inhabits the praises of Israel, and implored 
the divine lilessing upon it, the compiler now lays 
it before the Christian public Should it be the 
means of promoting devotion and cdiUcation, the 
trouble of prepsring it, though considerable, will 
be amply repaiil.
